Dies committee today issued a 413 
page "W hite Paper" replete with 
reproduction 
of documents 
des­ 
cribing 
widespread Nazi 
propa­ 
ganda in the United States and 
South America, together with pro­ 
gram for reorgnization of German- 
controlled industry in the United 
States after the War. 
The 
document 
contains 
the 
names of high Nazi officials and 
agents 
and discloses th at 
large 
sums of money are being spent in 
propaganda activities In the W est­ 
ern Hemisphere. 
The "White Paper" includes a 
proported letter from Hana Thom­ 
sen, charge de-affairs in W ashing­ 
ton, congratulating Manfred Zapp 
on his appointment to watch the 
Dies committee. 
Dies who urged publication, de­ 
clared that the “White Paper" re­ 
veals widespread espionage, fifth 
column 
activities in the 
United 
States similar to those which pre­ 
ceded actual warfare in Europe. 
He urged that the United States 
avoid the mistake of European na­ 
tions of waiting until it is too late 
to strike a t. such activities.

President Also Asks That U. S. 
Be Spared From Pride 
And Arrogancy 


HIGHLAND, N, Y, Nov. 21 — 
While the grim eventualities of 
total warfare closed in on in­ 
flamed Europe, President Roose­ 
velt retired to his Hudson Valley 
home today to give thanks th at 
the United States thus far has 
been saved from “violence, dis­ 
cord, and confusion"—and to pray 
that the nation be spared “from 
pride and arrogancy, and from I 
every evil way."

The holiday, instituted by the 
Pilgrims with their first bounti­ 
ful harvest in 1621, will be ob­ 
served in the other 16 states on 
Thursday of next week. 
President Roosevelt, who insti­ 
tuted the innovation of observing 
Thanksgiving a week earlier than 
previous custom, returned to his 
home a t Hyde Park, N. Y., for the 
day. There he was to give thanks 
that this country has thus far 
been spared the holocaust that has 
overtaken Europe and pray that 
it continue to remain at peace. 
As usual, turkey was the pre­ 
dom inant 
menu throughout 
the 
feasting states today. And also as 
usual, hundreds of charitable and 
religous organization made cer­ 
tain th at there wats turkey also 
for the poor. 
New England, where the tradi­ 
tion 
for 
the 
“old-fashioned” 
Thanksgiving day of next week is 
still strong, was the principal sec­ 
tion not observing the holiday to­ 
day. In addition to the New Eng­ 
land 
states, Pennsylvania, 
Kan­ 
sas, 
Iowa, 
Florida, 
Tennessee, 
N orth Carolina, Arkansas, Okla­ 
homa, South Dakota and Nevada 
also 
deferred the holiday 
until 
next week. 
Last year a total of 26 states 
had observed the later date.‘ Mr. 
Roosevelt 
advanced the date 
at 
the request of business men who 
sought a longer Christmas buying 
season. 
Holiday travel was heavy in all 
parts 
of the country, 
Railroad 
lines, planes and buses were book­ 
ed to capacity or more. Restau­ 
rants and hotels featured special 
Thankgiving day menus and thea­ 
tres special Thanksgiving Day pro­ 
grams.

Germany Raided 
During the night, London aud­ 
ad, British bombers attacked air­ 
dromes in Nazi-held territory, a 
marshalling yard in the Reich and 
the submarine base at Lament. 
In Budapest, with Hungary now 
lined to the Berlin-Ronie-Tokyo 
Alliance,

be the next Balkan nations to sign 
up with the Axis drive for a "new 
order” in Europe.

tor M arcy pointed out that doc­ 
tors on city cases had gone un­ 
paid to such an extent that they 
could no longer be expected to han­ 
dle city cases. 
Should Council ac­ 
cept the plan, however, the 26 men 
now on city W PA payroll would 
have to be retained. 
May Set Own Budget 
A second proposal by the wel­ 
fare 
director provides 
that 
the 
city set up its own budget and 
accept the responsibility of paying 
for 
a 
city 
case 
worker. 
The 
present system provides one case 
w orker for the city and county 
combined. Approval of the second 
plan would give the city the privi­ 
lege of using all county records 
pertaining to relief clients. 
Should Council fail to consider 
either of the first two plans, it will 
be left with only one alternative, 
D irector Marcy stated, that of ac­ 
cepting the full responsibility for 
administering its own relief. 
The I 
director told Council, that should I 
it decide upon the third course, he 
would be willing to help the city 
set up its relief program to con­ 
form with state regulations, but 
actual 
administration 
would 
be 
left to the city itself.

of such a plan would mean chat 
the city would be compelled to 
aet up its own case record find 
hon&e investigation and its own of­ 
fice records.

B ut 
tim e afte r tim e he has made good 
his boasts. 
M ust Learn Psychology 
“We have to learn to detect the 
psychology used by the dictators. 
We have to learn how to recognize 
w hat they are doing and the m eth­ 
ods they use. 
T h at is necessary 
if we are to protect ourselves from 
them . We can’t ju st laugh a t their 
acts because they sound fantastic. 
We m ust investigate them, and de­ 
term ine w hat is behind them .” 
“The blitzkrieg and the develop­ 
m ent of the P anzer m otorized di­ 
visions don’t com pare w ith the de­ 
velopm ent of the technique of es­ 
pionage,” he said. 
“W here have 
you ever heard before of citizens 
of a D em ocracy being used to des­ 
troy 
th a t 
Dem ocracy, 
as 
France ? 
“H itler knew his men in France 
years before the w ar, and those 
m en are a t the head of the French 
G overnm ent in Vichy today. 
“We have som ething like th a t in 
Am erica. 
Because af race hatred 
and anti-Sem itism , there are m en 
and 
organizations 
in 
A m erica 
ready to 
play w ith H itler. Our 
com m ittee has proof th a t some of 
the sh irt organizations and other 
groups 
like 
them 
have worked 
closely w ith 
H ire r’s 
agents 
in 
A m erica, 
the secret 
undercover 
N azi p arty whicn directs all Nazi 
activity in Am erica. 
Method Of Divide And Conquer 
“H ere this m ethod is used to di­ 
vide the conquer. If racial or class ; 
hatred can be fostered in A m erica, 
H itler’s job 
will be m ade th a t 
much easier. 
“France didn't fall because of 
lack of m ilitary strength. 
France 
had a g reat arm y. 
F rance fell be- I 
cause of the fifth colum n in the 
rear, where one m an, In the rig h t 
spot, can do m ore dam age than j 
25,000 men on the front. 
T h at is 
w hat we m ust guard against here.” 
E ngland he said, w aited until 
too late before it began to stam p 
out its fifth colum nists, and now 
has a secret 
tribunal w hich has 
power to arrest, try, convict and 
sentence w ithout appeal. 
“E ngland has been forced, by its 
early laxness, to adopt m easures 
more harsh than we ever w ant in 
this country,” he said.

tea which comes from China and 
Ceylon? Is it true that Ceylon 
teas have so much tannin that 
they should be avoided when eat­ 
ing meat on account of the tan­ 
ning effect of the acid? 
Chinese teas are classified with 
reference to the age and position 
of the leaf on the shoot. The leaves 
which are buds are called “pekoe 
tips” ; the next leaves are the 
‘‘orange pekoe’’and “pekoe.” These 
produce a high grade of tea and 
the choicest teas are rarely found 
outside of China, The choice be­ 
tween Chinese and Ceylon teas is 
largely a matter of taste, the 
chemics, differences being very 
slight and confined to the sub­ 
stances which give aroma and fla­ 
vor. Both green and black tea de­ 
pend for their action on caffeine. 
The teas contain some tannin, 
hut in the amount used for an or­ 
dinary cup it is doubtful if the 
small variation would be of any 
importance.
